Then w hat 
does a change of heart consist of? 
The heart of man is composed of the 
mind, affection and will. 
Then if re­ 
pentance consists of 
a 
change 
of 
heart it consists of a change of those 
attributes of the mind. T he prodigal 
thought

from home. 
He let his thoughts go 
that way so long th a t he finally got 
lo loving the things aw ay from home 
and finally m ade up

sorry for them, but they never go so 
far as to repent and turn awray from 
them.

In three hours the French recaptured 
ground to gain w hich required months 
of patient effort by the Germans, in­ 
cluding such positions at T hiaum ont 
works and Fort Douaumont, which in 
the past were won and lost repeatedly.

WANT FOUR DISTINCT FAIRS 


j Movement Has Been Started In South­ 
west Missouri. 


Springfield, Mo., Oct. 25—In view 
of the fact that many counties in the 
state, particularly those in Southwest 
Alissouri, were not well represented 
among the exhibits at the recent Mis­ 
souri state fair at Sedalia in Septem ­ 
ber, a movement has 
been 
started 
here for the establishm ent of four 
district fairs in different sections of 
the state to stimulate interest in the 
exploitation of county resources, the 
exhibits at the sectional fairs to be 
sent to the state fair. 
It was suggested that the establish­

25.—Mexico 
plans to rebuild 
her 
revoluiion-shat- 
tered industries upon a firm founda­ 
tion. With tim restoration of peace in 
fhe republic the thousands 
of 
fac­ 
tories, mills, shops and stores which 
have been burned, wrecked or partly 
destroyed by artillery fire or by the 
work of the bombing crew which are 
always apart of a Mexican army in 
the field, are to be rebuilt. 
The representative of a large Paci­ 
fic coast cement manufacturing com­ 
pany recently visited Andreas Garcia, 
inspector general of consulates for the 
Carranza 
government 
and 
General 
Francisco Gonzales, commander of the 
Juarez garrison, and 
consulted 
with 
them regarding the erection of a SL­ 
OOP,OOO cement plant in Juarez to uti­ 
lize the great shale beds which are to 
be found at the foot of 
the 
Juarez 
mountains. 
This material has been 
tested and found to be good for ce­ 
ment making . The supply is said by 
experts to be inexhaustible and the 
shale beds are located near enough to 
the railroad to make 
haulage 
costs 
low. 
The representative of the American 
cement company is being given every 
encouragement by the Carranza offi­ 
cials. They 
realize the importance 
of having such a plant on the border 
where its product can be shipped to 
all points in the interior at a low cost. 
While many of the buildings in Mex 
ico are built of adobe, 
the 
larger 
buildings arc made of brick and stone 
concrete having been little used in 
construction work in the interior be 
cause of the comparative scarcity of 
cement. 
With the construction of a plant to 
manufacture cement here, many Mex­ 
ican laborers who are now forced to 
go to the Untied States iii search of
